The PSL is no more than a meek little lamb which can 
raise only the fainest bleat in its own defence. 

It can be pushed around by the States and the ASF no 
matter what the cost, as was demonstrated yet again in 
the reshuffling of the Philips Cup second round at the 
weekend. } 

Unbelievable is the word that best describes what went 
on. 

For those of you who might be thinking — ho hum, here 
he goes again — let me state emphatically that I am not 
trying to be deliberately controversial or provocative. 

I merely am stating facts. I am expressing indignation 
on behalf of all the clubs and all the club officials who 
feel the same way I feel. 

Three Philips Cup games were postponed — Heidelberg 
v. South Melbourne, Canberra v. Makedonia and Adel- 
aide City v. Green Gully Ajax. 

The Heidelberg game became a Jeague match because: 
the league match was called off on account of rain the 
previous week. 

The other two games were postponed. Why? Because 
the Victorian Soccer Federation demanded it! Appar- 
ently rain had affected its State League programme, 
and it wanted te catch up. _ 

Yet for three weeks, Adelaide City had been promoting 
its Cup match against Ajax, using as a lever that we 
were trying to persuade Justin Fashanu to stay for that 
one match. 

We got an incredible amount of publicity out of it but 
suddenly a telegram arrives from ASF headquarters 
Saying quite blandly that our game and two others were 
postponed to a date to be fixed. 

Is the ASF aware that we played our last home match on 
June 15 and that our next home match is not due until 
July 13, against Canberra (maybe)? In other words, Ad- 
elaide City is asked to go four weeks without a home 
match, and without income. 


The clubs are doing everything in their power to help 
promote the game and to save themselves financially. 
Yet at every turn they run into obstruction. 


The Marconi match programme, for instance, lists all 

second round Cup fixtures with grounds and kick-off 

times. Various newspapers carried the same informa- 

tion. ; 

Then the ASF turns the whole programme upside down, 
with little or no regard to the clubs or to the fans, many 
of whom probably turned up to find no game. 


The St. George v. Blacktown match for example, was 
scheduled for Barton Park but suddenly it was switch- 
ed to Gabbie Stadium with no explanation. Apparently

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In two seasons with APIA, 
1975 and ‘76, I was privi- 
leped to play with a 
great team of players, 
which, when the PSL 
commenced, split up due 
to the club deciding not 
fo enter the competition. 

Playing at centre half all 
my career I have found 
that a sound defence, es- 
pecially. in the middle, 
will always be a good 
basis around which a 
team can work. 

There are no second 
chances in this position 
so everything has to be 
done with a minimum of 
fuss: 

Most important is the total 
concentration and deter- 
mination needed to win 
those high balls and 
ground balls. 

I feel that a top player is 
one who performs con- 
sistently, whether he is 
with a good side or one 
lower placed. If in the 
latter, he has to work 
twice as hard at his 
game. 

I feel that being a captain

someone found out the Saints had been playing too 
many matches at home, and it was fairer to give Black- 
town a home fixture. 

But what about the advertising St. George had done for 
the match? 

Similarly, Canberra City advertised and promoted its 
scheduled Cup game against Preston Makedonia. That 
money was wasted completely. 

Let’s go back a few weeks and recall the schemozzle over 
the Newcastle v. South Melbourne match in Newcastle. 
With the minimum amount of notice, Newcastle was 
told that the game was off as South Melbourne now had 
a third player required for national team duty. 

That player was Steve Blair, who was to play in a curtain- 
raiser between youth teams. However, Blair was no in 
South Melbourne’s senior team, so his absence would 
have made no difference. 

In an effort to salvage the league match, I understand an 
offer was made to include three Newcastle players in 
the national team training camp to even things out, as 
it were. I stand to be corrected on this rumor and I'd be 
glad to hear confirmation or otherwise. 


Anyway, the game was postponed and as a result New- 
castle missed out on the healthy home gate it had been 
counting on. The postponement was a severe financial 
blow to the club. 

What power does the PSL have over its own affairs? 

What power do the poor clubs have — the clubs who are 
scraping and scrounging to make ends meet from week 
to week? 

Newcastle had to go for many weeks without a match at 
home. How can clubs pay their bills in such a situation? 

If things are allowed to get out of hand to such an extent 
this year, I hate to think what will next year, 
during the world youth championships and the World 
Cup qualifying programme. 

Is the ASF aware of how much it costs to run a team for 
only one week without a home game? Players have to 
be paid and so do coaches, physiotherapists and gear 
stewards. 

We struggle in the normal cycle of one home game every 
two weeks. When that is interrupted by a period of five 
or six weeks without gate income, things get desperate. 

The PSL clubs are fighting for their lives, make no mis- 
take.

Many rely on individuals putting their hands in their 
pockets to pay players’ wages. Sra ; 
Some have had to take loans to bridge difficult times, 
relying on income from the next home match to repay 
that loan. When that home game is postponed (to a 
“Gate to be fixed”. as they say), that loan cannot be 
repaid 2s 

The Philips was the greatest innovation since 
soccer began in this country 100 years ago but if it con- 
tinves like this, my prediction is that it won't remain 
sound much jonger. 


However, I am a great believer in top men and the power 


they have and I think the league’s new chairman, 
Frank Lowy, can do something to rectify the situation. 
If he doesn’t, I and most other club people will be ex- 
tremely disappointed. 

Everything in Australian soccer is presently being direct- 
ed at promoting the national team but wouldn’t it be 
perunent to ask where the Socceroo players come 

rom? 

If State Federations are permitted to force cancellation 
of PSL games, isn’t it also pertinent to ask which clubs 
supply the butik of State team players? 

The answer to both questions is that representative 
players come in the main from PSL clubs, yet those 
clubs are given scant consideration. 

What do we look like in the eyes of other codes when such 
drastic changes are made regularly to our match pro- 
gramme? Nothing short of idiots! 

Can you imagine such lunacy happening in the other 
codes Australian Rules or Rugby League? No chance. 
They plan their programme a year in advance and 
there’s no way that those fixtures are allowed to be 
changed. It would be sacrilege.

Similarly, can you imagine Australian Rules or Rugby 


games being called off because of the weather? 

Such a suggestion in those codes would be met by hys- 
terical laughter. 

In Spain games cannot be called off under any circum- 
stances. In West Germany, Yugoslavia, England and 
elswhere in Europe, they scrape aside some of the deep 
snow or try to soak up some of the torrential rainwater 
but the games go ahead. Only when ice covers the pitch 
are games called of in England and Scotland. 

The West Germany v. Poland match in Frankfurt during 
the 1974 World Cup finals was played on a heavily 
waterlogged pitch. An absorbant roller was used to 
remove some of the water before the match. 

Here, many matches that are called off because of rain 
could easily be played. 

I wonder when the postponed Philips Cup matches will 
finally be played. Perhaps as curtain-raisers to the 
World Cup matches next year. I wouldn’t be surprised. 

While clubs are struggling financially and doing their 
best to attract the few soccer lovers — there aren’t 
many left — they should not be dumped into such a 
mess. 

The PSL is being unfairly treated. 

If the State Federations or the national team or the ASF 
were getting a similarly rough deal, I would speak out 
just as strongly.
